AN ACT to provide for the election of superintendents of the
poor in the county of Iowa.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioNn 1. The county board of supervisors of operintend-
Towa county in this state shall, at their annual meeting :
in November, A. D. 1882, elect three of their number
to act as superintendents of the poor ; one of said per-
sons so elected shall hold his office for one year, one for
the term of two years, and one for the term of three
years ; and annually thereafter said board of super-
visors shall elect one of their number to act as superin-
terdent of the poor, and said person so selected shall
bold hisoffice for three years and until his succeseor is
elected and qualified.

SkecrioN 2. Thesuperintendents provided for in the
first section in this act, when duly elected, shall have
all the powers, perform all the duties, and be under the
same restrictions as superintendents of the poor provid-
ed for in sections 1521, 1522, 1523 and 1524 of chapter
63 of the revised statates of 1873. S much of chapter
19 of the private and local laws of 1871 conflicting
with the provisions of this act is hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
